The occupants of land, whether 
HsoattrTl it a low rent or purchase™ at a 
low price, cannot do without labour ; and 
if they cannot ailurd to pay for the mlro 
duct ion of labour, they cannot afford to 
occupy, for ihe occupation will be profit 
less. Bui if they could afford to 
pay a rent or a price which would 
suffice for an immigration fund 
they can afford to pay a tax, 
call it assessment, head money for each 
immigrant they hire, or what you will, 
that would be an equivalent.
